| Court. Of Inquiry 
Finds Ship Master 
Negligent In Duty 


A Marine Court of Inquiry yesterdoy found Mr. 
Albert Anderson Warild, Norwegian master of 
tho ‘British registered ss. | Tai. Fung, grossly 
negligent in his. duties and cancelled his 
Special Permit which allowed him to sail os 
Master of a British ship. ; 

The Court recommended that proceedings should be 
instituted against the master, owners or agents 


of the ss. Tai Fung, for permitting the vessel 
to carry more:thon the legal number of 12 pas- 
sengers on the voyage during which the ship 
struck a rock and sank. 


The Court, composed of 
Messrs. Neill Garland, Patrick 
Durrant Hoare, Douglas Camp- 
bell Sim, Robert Graham 
Gillespie and William Edmund 
Aweock, wus appointed to jn- 
quire into the sinking of the 
ss. Tai Fung North of Cheung 
Chau Island on August 3. : 

The Court's report on the In- 
quiry sald that the Tai Fung. left 
the port of Macao at or about 2 
un. local time on the morning of 
August 3 on uo routine voyage te 
Hong Kong. : 

She carried about 15 tons, of 
general cargo, uw crew of 24 and 
u number of passengers In excess 
of 12, the exact figure being indc- 
terminate but probably .16. 

She held no Passenger and 
Safety Certificate. The wenther 
during the voyage wus fnirly 
cleur with moderate visibility and 
occasional showers. The vesscl’r | 
log book, damaged by immersion, 
was produced in Court but cov- 
tained no record of: the courses 


and -cenditions may have contri- 
buted to this deceptive judgment 
but not to the extent sugested. 
The evidence of the Quarters 
nesters = wauld indicnte’ that 
visibility in the “passage” war 
pour, but this does not agree with 
the Master’s evidence and the 
general movernent of shipping In 
the vicinity.

Round about this time it was 
realised that Jacobs and his 20th 
Century Sporting Club had taken 
over the role; of America’s lead- 
Ing boxing organisation, : 

While the Louls-Carnera t 
drew 328,655, a rival Madipén 
Square Garden promotion—a 
heavy-weight champion match, 
mind you—between Max Baer 
and = Jimmy Braddock had 
brought ‘only $205,336, This was 
a major victory for Jacobs over 
the Garden. 

The strength of the 20th Cen- 
tury was high-lighted when the 
Louls-Bacr bout drew more then 
a million dollars. Jacobs now 
was the magic name on the 
American boxing scene. It seemed 
only a matter of time before he 
would take over the boxing 
rights In the famed Garden, an 
18,000-sent “structure on busy, 
brawling Fighth-avenue, 
block West of New York's Broad- 


way. 

During the winter of 1036-36, 
the Garden came and asked Jacobs 
for the right to use Louis ina 
fightin the big. arona.. Louls was 
anxious for tho match. 

“It's my ambition to fight in the 
Garden,” ho told Jacobs. 

Jacobs permitted Joe to 
Paolino Uzcudun in the big arana. 
Joo delivered one stunning punch 
that night, a right-hand smash 
which split Uzcudun's face and 
gave Joc a knock-out in the fourth 
round. .

Madison Square Garden controlled 
the world heavy-wolght champion- 
ship, -in the person of Jimmy 
Braddock, Mike Jacobs:had tho 
upper hand becaure he was the 
sponsor of the “uncrowned” cham- 
pion, young Joe Louis.

On the other 
hand, they may be the fore- 
runner of scrious disease. 


If they are of the adrst type, 
uliwough the back of the tircet 
will be red, there is no fever, 
the tongue is clean, ond a gare 
of salt and water at night wHl 
put jouliers right by morning. 


Actual infeclion of the tonsils. 
(or the tonsillar bed, if they have 
been removed) can mean any~ 
thing from a common cold, in- 
fluenza, o septic throat, or. more 
rarely scarlet fever or diphtheria. 


So an inflamed throat lasting 
more than 24 hours. whieh yetx 
worac rather thon-better should 
always be treated with reapect, 
particularly if the temperature 
rises.

Treatment

In my talks with some of the 
highest officers of the Persian 
Ari and Navy they have om- 
phasised tho possibility that such 
ostensibly — passive — dispositions 
might mask preparations for ao 
a surprise attack. 

1 have had the closest possible 
view of this Russian set-up dur- 
ing a visit df several days which 
General Razmarn, the alert, Eng- 
Ish-speaking Chiof of the Im- 
verial General Staff in Teheran, 
hag permitted me to make te one 
of the most closely guarded 
military zones in the world. 

No clvilfans, not even Persians, 
except the local peasantry, are 
allowed to approach within 50 
miles of this highly sensitive 
stretch of Persia's 1.500-mile 
frontier with Russia. The milltary 
fattactt Sof farctgn ' Powers are 
kept at a distance. 

It ls not so mucha fronticr as 
a front Une. There is no traftle 
of goods or travellers across the 
harder. I{ {s patrolled, wired, and 
entrenched as thoroughly as were 
some sectors of the Westen 
Front In the first Great War. 

This ix as close to Russia as I 
want to go. For the first time I 
heve sesn Russlan troops on Rus. 
s'an sot, A green capped, green- 
shoulder-strapped Soviet frontior 
guard has subjected me to 
scrutiny through field-glasses at 
50 yards’ range. 

The frontier village of Astarn 
stands on the South West shore 
of the Caspian Sea. It is divided 
inte two parts by a Httle river 
ef the same name, which Is the 
international boundary.

The Persian’ authorities ure 
to leave them

Tho best hopes of Persian de- 
fence reside in purtisan tactics. 
The 3,000.000 tribesgien who live 
along this border ure strongly 
anti-Russian, and are said to be 
the. best riflemen in the world.

What are the immediate prob- 
Jems facing planters in Malaya?

If you walk slowly down the 
narrow, steep, and winding 
cobble roads of Vila Nova’ ce 
Gaia, on the south bunk — of 
the Rio Doure at Operto, you

To the Hritish shippers— 
descendants (of those plonesring 
firms who begun to extabliah the 
port wing trade more than 200 
years ago—the perfuinge ts not ar 
unmixed delight,

Not that there has beed any 
decline in the British people’: 
liking: for port—in fact, during 
the decade preceding the out 
break of the last war the home 
demand. Inereased toe such an 
extent that many shippers were 
obliged to enlarge their storage. 

No; the direct and sole cause 
of the slump is the British Gov- 
frnment’s continued pursuit of 
the policy of “austerity.” 

Port--most comforting of wines 
—hasx been placed on the abhorred 
list of “luxury goods," and its 
fmportation into the United King- 
dony hay been drastically reduced. 


‘Dp; ’ 
Pipes’ Down 

Last year the shippers were 
allowed to send only 12,000 pipes 
1,580,000 yallons, 

Before the war they were 
sending more than: 4,000,000 jral- 
Jons—nearly three tlmes as much. 

At the present moment they are 
anxiously awaiting the verdict 
from Whitehall regarding the 
import quota for this year. 

The quota is shared among the
